WHO REPRESENTS YOU f 


It is the duty of those who think the war 


Is over to vote this fall for men who repre- 
lent them on economical and other political 
questions. The first question a man should 
ask himself Is not to what party he belongs, 
but what he believes. It will not do for the 
Intelligent American citizen to turn the 
making of his thought over to n party caucus 
or a campaign committee, in this country 
you are expected to read, to investigate in 
other ways, to use the best reason that has 
been given you, and to form your own con- 
clusions. You may go to your neighbor to 
borrow his horse or his cart or his book or 
his paper, but you put a low estimate upon 
yourself when you go to borrow his opinion, 
his verdict on a question that has been tried 
before you. It is your business to have a 
thought of your own, an opinion which is 
the result of your labor. And then gentle- 
men, 
it is your duty to be true to that 


thought or opinion. This is probably your 
highest duty. 


Some one has said that man progresses as 


he mingles thought with his labor. There 
is doubt about this. There are men whose 
thought is good, but who tor various old 
reasons play it false, and these men have 
come to their thought through labor. In 
many cases long and unrecompensed labor 
was the travail through which the thought 
was born. They have learned much in the 
school of a hard experience, they have 
learned it well, and yet they will drop the 
thought on election day, the only time it is 
possible for it to have force. It is probable 
that such a man, by being false to his 
thought, has retrograded instead of pro- 
gressed. 


There is a day coming upon us now in 


which men will be called upon to try them- 
selves. Two sets of candidates are before 
the people, and these candidates represent 
ideas in legislation that are directly opposed 
to each other. Will you support the man 
who represents your ideas, or the man who 
belongs to your party ? If you prefer the 
man of your party, although you know that 
he will not legislate as you would, then 
party becomes your master, and necessarily 
yon become its slave. But if you prefer to 
support the man who represents your ideas, 
who will legislate as jon would, then you 
are the master and the party is your servant. 
Now you cau be master or slave in this mat- 
ter, the choice rests with you. Which will 
yon be? 


Owen Scott and Jonathan Rowell are can- 


didates before you for congress. Tou know 
how Mr. Rowell will vote, has voted. He 
Is In favor of a higher duty on many of the 
necessaries of life for the sake of what he 
calls protection. We would put a duty on 
earthenware, glassware, on nearly all 
kinds 
of

and steel 
and 
the 


manufactures thereof, on the nails that 
go 
Into 
your 
house 
as 
also 
the 


lumber, on the needle that goes into your 
sewing machine and on the thread that goes 
Into the needle, on the salt that goes on 
your table, on the clothing that covers your 
back, on the cradle in which your child is 
rocked, and on the coffin in which you will 
at lest rest. Mr. Rowell is in favor of all 
this. And yon must know that there is no 
deception about the matter, In fact there no 
longer an attempt to deceive. 
Rowell Is In 


favor of all these things. They are in the 
tariff bill; and he voted for that bill, and 
now supports It. And Bowell is in favor 
of an increase in the rate of protection. 
This is his idea in making a tariff bill. 


On the other hand, Owen Scott thinks the 


tariff should be reformed by decreasing tfie 
rate of duty. Scott favors free raw mate- 
rial, and a reduction in the protective tariff 
that will make our manufacturers compete 
with those of other lands, giving to our 
manufacturers protection enough to pay the 
increased rate of wages the American work- 
ingman gets. 


Now, does Kowell represent yon? 'If he 


does, vote for him. It is your duty to do 
ao. If he does not, it is equally your duty 
to rote against him." Does Owen Scott rep- 
resent yon when he calls for a reduction in 
the tariff rates? Von have studied the 
question for some time, and yon have ideas 
of your own on it 
If you nave concluded 


that Owen Scott is right, walk up to the 
polls and vote for fclm. That is all there is 
to it; which one of these men represents 
yon? Bat if Owen Scot represents yon, 
and yon vote for Bowell because be is a re- 
pobllcan, where do you get representative 
government oat of such a performance?.

we have Harmon Manecke and James Mil- 
likin as .candidates for the StateSenate.

Mr. Millikin stands before the people as an 
apostle of the idea that you can and should 
reform this tariff by increasing it. Each of 
these men stands ready to send a man to 
Washington who will carry out his id«as. 


What has persons! friendship to do in 


such a case? Before Mr. Manecke can go 
to a man and ask for his support on the 
ground of personal friendship alone, he 
must set bimself up as a candidate for 
some office that does not involve a conflict 
between economical policies. And when 
Mr. Millikiu sets bimself up as the cham- 
pion and representative, with power to act, 
at a policy, he at once losei all right to ask 
support on personal grounds. Gentlemen, 
this is a casa in which principles are at 
war, and they are greater than any man. 
When a man wants 
office on personal 


grounds, let him run for one of the many 
that do not involve the trial of a principle. 


So that, if Mr. Manecke represents you 


when he says that the people should have a 
voice in the selection of a U. 8. Senator, 
and that tariff reform means tariff reduc- 
tion, vote for him. If he does not repre- 
sent you in taking those positions, then 
vote against him. If Mr. Millikin repre- 
sents you when he says that you should 
have no voice in the selection of a U. S. 
Senator, and when he further says that the 
spirit of the MeKinley bill is the proper 
one, it Is yom duty to rote for bin, and any 
friendship you may have for Mr. Man- 
eeke should not make you turn from a per- 
formance of that duty. When either one 
of these men asks you for support on the 
score of personal friendship, he puts him- 
self before the world as of greater importance 
than the political principle he represents. 
Which of these men stands for your idea of 
the needs of to-day? He Is the man you 
must support, or sell out your birthright for 
a smile.

ESTIMATE. 


Tuesday night a dinner was given in 


New York City in lunor of Roger A. Pryor, 
and to celebrate his elevation to the bench. 
At the tabl£,sat such men as Grover Cleve- 
land, Chauueey M. Depew, Gen. William 
T. Shermau, Daniel Dougherty, Henry 
George and 
Mark 
Twain. 
Of course 


speeches were made at this dinner. It was 
the duty of Depew to introduce Cleveland 
to the banqueters. In his speech of intro- 
duction Depew had this to say of Cleveland: 


If I were asked to name the most forceful 


character in American life, the man who 
best represents the energy, the unswerving 
determination and courage of the American, 
the man who knows duty aud it alone when 
public service commands it, the man who 
wars in war and is for peace in peace, I 
would name General W. T. Sherman; but 
it I am to name tne typical American, the 
man who loves and believes In Ins country 
beyond everything else, the man who, de- 
termining once in what direction his duty 
leads, cannot be swerved from the path— 
the man who is doggedly persistent in what 
he believes to be right—the man who thinks 
not of self, but of his country and its needs, 
I would name Grover Cleveland. 
What he 


has accomplished is the vey highest attribute 
to the possibilities of American citizenship. 
A country lawyer in the city of Buffalo, he 
shed luster upon the high profession which 
be had chosen. As the mayor of big native 
city he presented as his record a cleai and 
economical administration. 
Coming into 


the highest position of the land without 
previous experience and with scarcely a 
precedent to guide him in th« conditions 
which surrounded him, he won the affection 
of his party and commanded the respect 
and admiration of his opponents. 
1 find 


myself in one of the proudest positions of 
my life in being permitted to present to you 
Grover Cleveland as the typical American. 


We recommend a perusal of the above to 


the people who have been iu the habit of 
sneering at Cleveland as only a large man 
upon whom fortune happened to smile.

farmers. He might talk to the farmers!

New England, in natural resources, is 


the poorest section of the United States, 
yet it is richest in money. Where did it 
come from? The protected manufacturers 
stole it from the farmers of the western 
state? and now send It back through loan 
and trust companies to be borrowed by 
these same faimeis from whom it was 
taken, who have to put up their farms as 
security. 


And now these bloated monopolists want 


30 per cent more protection. 


By request the general then spoke briefly 


on the school question. If the republican 
politicians were not knaves this question 
would be as simple as this glass of water. 
They try to make it appear that the op- 
ponents of the school law as It was drawn 
up by the republican superintendent, Rich- 
ard Edwards, are opposed to the public 
schools and to compulsory education.
